May IT PLEASE YOUR Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit this, the Tenth Annual Report, in pursuance of 
the provisions of the Habitual Drunkards Act, 1879, and the Inebriates Act, 1898. 


Certified Inebriate Reformatories. 

The Certified Reformatory (St. Patrick’s) at Waterford, for Roman Catholic 
males, to the unsuitability of which for its purpose attention was called in previous 
Reports, has been closed, as,' owing to the death of the head of the Religious Order 
by which it was managed, the Certificate was surrendered on the 31st March last. 
At the beginning of the year 1913 there were 37 patients on the register of the 
institution, including 9 cases out on licence, one absconded case, and one in Prison. 
During the year, 11 new cases were admitted and 23 were discharged, leaving 25 
on the register, including the absconded case, one in Hospital, and 12 out on licence, 
so that 11 were actually in residence at the end of the year, all of whom have since 
been discharged either on licence or absolutely, as there is no other Certified Refor- 
matory for males in Ireland to which they could be transferred. 

The Certified Reformatory (St. Brigid’s) at Wexford for Roman Catholic females 
continues to be maintained in excellent order, and every attention is paid to the 
welfare of the patients. It is to be regretted, however, that owing to the unfavour- 
able type of cases sent to the institution, few of them benefit permanently from 
treatment therein, as they frequently relapse on returning to their old surroundings. 
x\t the beginning of 1913 there were 52 patients on the register of the institution, 
including 6 cases out on licence. During the year, 10 were admitted, 22 were dis- 
charged on expiration of sentence, 2 were transferred to the State Reformatory at 
Ennis, one was removed to Enniscorthy District Lunatic Asylum on becoming insane, 
and one was discharged owing to her committal warrant being invalid, leaving 36 
patients on the register at the end of the year. These included 3 cases out on licence, 
so that there were 33 actually in residence on 31st December last. 
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The statistics relative to these Reformatories will he found in Appendix A, 
and the average cost of maintenance per patient in each during the year is shown 
in Appendix B. 


Inebriate Retreat. 

The Lodge Retreat at Belfast continues to be maintained at a high standard 
of efficiency, and the needs of the inmates are carefully attended to. It js gratifying 
to learn that- the after-history of many of those discharged bears testimony to the 
beneficial effects of the treatment afforded them in the institution. 

At the beginning of 1913 there were 15 patients on the register. During the 
year, 21 were admitted, and 19 were discharged on the expiration of the period for 
v/hich they had undertaken to remain, leaving 17 on the register on the 31st December, 
1913. These included two out on licence, so that 15 were in residence at the end 
of the year. 

Particulars relative to The Retreat and its inmates are given in Tabular form 
in Appendix C.
